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Information For Voters 


(By John D. Hunt, Clerk of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council.) 

1. What is meant by a plebiscte? 

A plebiscite is a direct vote of all 

i the electors to decide, a question of 
I public importance. 

2. In what respects does a plebis- 
: cite differ from an election for a mem- 
| ber of the legislature? 

A plebiscite does not call for any 
nominations, or candidates, nor for 
' any notice' other than the proclama- 
- tion. In a plebiscite the ballots are 
uniform for the province, and while 
for convenience the vote is taken by 
electoral divisions, the result is de¬ 
cided by the total vote over the whole 
province, obtained by combining the 
totals from each electoral division. 

A returning officer is not required 
to give a casting vote, in case of a 
tie, nor has he authority in a pleb¬ 
iscite to declare any question carried 
on the vote in his electoral divison. 
Thei clerk of the executive council 
combines the totals from the differ¬ 
ent electoral divisions and declares 
the result. 

3. What is the issue in the com¬ 
ing plebiscite ? 

The electors are asked to decide 
which of four alternate legislative 
methods shall be adopted in dealing 
with the liquor traffic. 

4. By what electoral method is the 
issue to be decided? 

By the use of the single transfer¬ 
able preferential vote. 

5. How does the vote by this plan 
differ from that of the ordinary elec- 

, tion ? 

It differs in two respects— 

(a) In the method of marking the 
ballot. 

V (h). In the method of ascertaining 
rfthe result. 

i i 6. How is the ballot marked under 
the single transferable preferential 
, ^vote method ? 

.■Caeh voter must mark 1 opposte his 
, first choice of the four dfferent ques¬ 
tions submtted. He may stop at ths 
1 if he wants to, but the method pro¬ 
vides for him to go on and mark 
2 opposite his second choice, 3 oppo- 
ste his thrd choce and 4 opposite his 
fourth choice, thus showng the order 
of his preferences for all the ques¬ 
tions. The reason for marking his 
other choices, in addition to his first 
choce, wll appear when the method of 
arrivng at the result of the electon 
is considered. 

7. How is the result of the elec¬ 
ton ascertained under the single, 
transferable preferential vote meth¬ 
od ? 

At the close of the poll on election 
day each deputy returning officer 
sorts the valid ballots and makes a 
statement of the number of first 
choice votes cast for each of the ques¬ 
tions, without regard to whether there 
are or are not any other choices mark¬ 
ed on the ballots, and sends the state¬ 
ment to the returning officer. Each 
returning officer at the proper time 
and place makes a statement (from 
the statements of the deputy return¬ 
ing officers) of the number of first 
choice votes cast for each question in 
his electoral division and sends the 
statement to the clerk of the executive 
council. The clerk of the executive 
council makes i a statement (from the 
statements of 1 the returning officers) 
of the number of first choice votes 
cast for each question in the province. 
Under the ordinary method of ascer¬ 
taining the result of the election the 
question having the highest number 
of first choices would be declared car¬ 
ried, irrespective of whether it had a 
majority of al the votes cast or not. 
Under the single transferable prefer¬ 
ential vote method the question hav¬ 
ing the highest number of first choices 
is not declared carried unless it has 
more than one half of the total num¬ 
ber of first choices cast. 

8. How is the result determined 
when no question has more than one- 
half of the total first choice votes 
cast? 

The clerk of the executive council 
proceeds as follows: 

He opens the envelope containing 
the ballots, checks the statements of 
the deputy returning -officers and re¬ 
turning officers, and places all the bal¬ 
lots with first choice votes for each

CANADIAN NATIONAL OPENS ONE OF WORLD’S 

LARGEST RAILWAY YARDS FOR GEAIN

Some idea of the extent of the Neebing Terminal opened at Fort William this fall by the Canadian 
National Railways is given by the above pictures, showing part of the 43 miles trackage with capacity for 
2,000 cars. This new terminal is doing much to minimize the possibility of grain car congestion on Can¬ 
adian National lines at the head of the lakes; expedite delivery of grain to elevators for shipment down the 
lakes arid also the movement of other “loads” and “empties” both east and west and thus further improve 
the transportation service provided. Views shown are as follows: 


1. —Classification yard looking eastward from the “hump.” 

2. —Twenty-four stall round-house with electrically operated turntable in the foreground. 

3. —View from center of the classification yard, showing car coming from “hump.” 

4. —Eight and one-half million bushel elevator at Port Arthur, owned by Canadian National Rail¬ 

ways, the picture showing grain going info elevator from cars at one end and being loaded on 
boat at the other. 

5-—The “hump,” where the force of gravity is the only power used in placing cars in the classification 
tracks assigned to them. Two cars have just been released and arc; shown on their way to 
classification yard. 


The Case Against 

Prohibition 


(By Dr. Stephen Leacock) 
Professor of Economics McGill Univ. 


Among the most treasured posses¬ 
sions of the British people is the her¬ 
itage of free speech. I ask it now. I 
may well do so, for there is but lit¬ 
tle of it left in regard to this matter 
of prohibition in the province of Ont¬ 
ario. A fanatical minority has cap¬ 
tured the ear of the public and the 
power of the Legislature. They have 
contrived to throw around them a 
false mantle of religion and morality. 
And for the time being the only re¬ 
sponse . is silence. 

Things have come to a point where 
the expression of opinion is no long¬ 


er free and unrestrained. People will 
not speak out frankly what they 
think. This man trembles for his 
business, that man for his profes¬ 
sion. All, or nearly all, keep silent. 
The prohibitionist has contrived to 
masquerade before the country as if 
he were of necessity a good man, a 
moral man, and his opponent of ne¬ 
cessity a bad one. 

The truth is that a very large part 
of the most honest and honorable 
opinion of the country is opposed to 
prohibition; and a very large part 
of the worst opinion, and the meanest 
elements in the community are strong¬ 
ly in favor of it. 

I happen to be one of those who 
are honestly and sincerely opposed 
to prohibiton as a matter of princi¬ 
ple. I think the movement is the 
worst national development, the most 
un-British agitation that has come to 


us in half a century. It is my candid 

belief that the adoption of prohibi¬ 
tion in the United States is the worst 
disaster that has fallen upon the 
American republic since its origina¬ 
tion. If it could last, It would under¬ 
mine the foundations of Government 
itself. If it could last, it would in 
time bring down the strongest poli¬ 
tico! fabric into anarchy and disso¬ 
lution. 

But prohibition cannot last, neither 
here nor there nor anywhere because 
it is based upon a lie, and a lie can¬ 
not endure. Prohibition declares it to 
be a crime to drink beer. And it is 
not a crime. The commonsense of ev¬ 
ery honest man tells him that it is 
not a crime to drink a glass of beer. 
All the legislatures that ever sat can¬ 
not make it so. You can make your 
statutes as cruel and as sharp as

But .if none of the 
three piles contains more than one- 
half of the total number of ballots, 
then in the three piles, the pile con- 
tainin the lowest number of ballots is 
declared defeated, and each ballot in 
that piles is declared defeated, and 
each ballot in that pile is inspected 
and put in one of the two reihaining 
piles indicated by the next choice for 
the question still undefeated. If there 
is no next choice (2 or 3 as the case 
may be) on some of these ballots 
they are put aside and not counted 
and the voters who did not mark their 
preferences lose their votes. 

The question represented by the one 
of the two piles now having the high¬ 
est number of ballots is declared car¬ 
ried. 

The voter has but one vote. It is 
only in the event of his first choice 
bein declared defeated and the bal¬ 
lots in the pile distributed to the oth¬ 
er piles that his second choice is 
counted, and only in the event of his 
first and second choices being declar¬ 
ed defeated that his third choice is 
counted, and so on. 

9. In what case are second choices 
never counted? 

The second choice on original ballots 
cast for the winning question are not 
taken into consideration as the first 
choices are counted, and the second 
choices on the original ballots cast for 
the question that is beaten in the fin¬ 
al count are not taken into consider¬ 
ation as the first choices are counted. 
Suppose for example that question (a) 
prohibition, wins in the final count,, 
the second choices on the ballots that 
had (a) for first choice would not be 
looked at. Or suppose that question 
(a) prohibition loses on the final 
count, the second choices on the bal¬ 
lots that had (a) for first choice 
would not be looked at. 

Unless a question is declared and 
the ballots in the pile distributed to 
the other piles, second choices are not 
counted; in other words, the second 
choice is not counted unless the first 
choice is out of the "contest. 

10. Give an example of the working 
out of the transferable vote, with say 
a total of twenty first choices. 

Suppose the piles of first choices to 
be (a) 8, (b) 2, (c) 4, and (d) 6. No 
question is caried on the first choice, 
as it would require at least 11 to give 
a majority of the total. Declare (b) 
defeated. Examine (b’s) balots. Sup- 
one has second choice for (a) and one 
second choice for (d). Result three 
piles: (a) 8 plus 1 equals 9; (c) 4, 
(d) 6 plus 1 equals 7. No question is 


carried. Declare (c) defeated. Ex¬ 
amine (c’s) four ballots. Supose all 
have second choices for (d). Result: 
(a) 9, (d) 7 plus 4 equals 11 and (d) 
is carried by the votes transferred 
from (b) and (c). If the voters for 
(c) had voted first choices only (a) 
would have won over (d) by a vote of 
9 to 7 with 4 ballots set aside and not 
counted. 

11. Must the voter mark more than 
his first choice? No, he is not com¬ 
pelled to mark more than his first 
choice. 

12. May the voter mark an X in¬ 
stead of 1 ? 

No. If he does, his ballot is spoil¬ 
ed and not counted. 

13. May the voter mark his bal¬ 
lot in Roman numerals ? 

No. If he does, his balot is spoil¬ 
ed and not counted. 

14. Who are entitled to have their 
names on the voters’ list? 

All persons, male or female, of the 
full age of twenty-one years, who are 
British subjects by birth or natural¬ 
ization, who are not Indians, and who 
have resided in Alberta for at least 
one year, and in the electoral division 
in which they seek to votei at least 
three months immediately preceding 
the date of the issue of the writ of 
election, and who reside in the polling 
sub-division at the time the list is fin¬ 
ally approved and who are not dis¬ 
qualified under the election act. 

What persons are disqualified un¬ 
der the election act? 

Judges, Indians, patients in luna¬ 
tic asylums, persons in jail, and per¬ 
sons disqualified by the courts for 
corrupt election practices. 

16. Is every person whose name is 
on the list entitled to vote? 

Yes, if his right is not challenged. 
If he is required to take the voter’s 
oath he has to swear to the qualifi¬ 
cations that entitled him to be put 
on the list and that he is at the time 
of voting a resident of the polling 
subdivision on the list of which his 
name appears. 

17. Is a person who is qualified, 
but whose name is not on the list, en¬ 
titled to vote? 

Yes, he can apply to the deputy re- 
turnin officer on election day, take the 
voter’s oath and have his name put 
on the list and may vote; but if any 
objection is made his ballot is put in 
a disputed envelope and not counted 
unless his right to vote is established 
at the court of enquiry. 

18. Should the ballot of a voter 
whose name is on the list but whose 
right to vote is challenged and who 
takes the oath, be put 'in a disputed 
envelope ? 

No, if a person’s name is on the 
voter’s list, and on being challenged 
he takes the oath, the ballot must be 
put in the box the same as that of any 
other qualified voter. If the voter 
takes a false oath he is liable to pro¬ 
secution for perjury. 

19. Can a person whose name is 
on the list for a poll and who chanes 
his residence before election day, go

low spathe in the centre; it blooms 
freely and will live as long as ft is 
well cared for. 

The tubers should be planted from 
Septeber to November in a rich sandy 
loam. One in a five or six inch pot 
with good drainage. Water sparingly 
until the first leaf makes its appear¬ 
ance above the soil when water of the 
same temperature as the room should 
be supplied 1 liberally; remove the 
dust from the leaves frequently with 
a wet soft sponge. 


The committees in charge of the ar¬ 
rangements are sparing no effort to 
maintain their usual excellency of all 
rangements and a pleasant evening is 
assured All are welcome. 


The plants should bloom in early 
spring or summer, arid can be kept 
growing all the year round. But to 
ensure better blooming it is better 
after they have done blooming to dim¬ 
inish the supply of water and allow 
the leaves to wither and die down, 
then shake out the roots and repot in 
fresh soil.

Paeony: A family of perrennial 

berbacous plants which find a favour- 
d place in most of the best gardens

in Great Britain and are fast becom¬ 
ing a general favourite in Canada. . 

They produce numerous large and 
beautiful flowers in a great variety 
of shades and colors from deep crim¬ 
son to delicate pink and pure white; 
the foliage is a,so very attractive. 

They grow from two to four feet 
having a bushy habit of growth and 
conseuently require considerable space 
The cultivation is simple and they 
will grow in any ordinary garden soil, 
but for the best results they require 
a deep rich loam, deeply dug with a 
liberal supply of well rotted manure 
added. Roots should be obtained in 
the fall and planted in clumps of 
from three to six roots, set three feet 
apart each way, not later than Octo¬ 
ber. In planting keep the crown of 
rot not less than four inches below 
the finished surface. When the 
ground begins to freeze protect the 
newly planted roots with a covering 
of short manure six inches deep, which 
should not be removed until the frost 
is well out of the ground in the spring 

Lily of the Valley: Its beauty and 
fragrance are so well known that a 
lengthy description is unnecessary.. 
To those who are not familiar with it,, 

I would suggest they give it a trial 
this winter. It can be grown for early 
spring flowering^ indoors for in the 
open, coming into bloom as soon as 
the snow is gone. 

The supply of crowns and pips is 
obtained from Europe and do not ar¬ 
rive before December but they make 
very rapid growth after planting and 
may be had in bloom in January and 
February with a little forcing. 

To grow indoors procure good 
crowns they are of very easy culture 
Band prefer a rich sandy loam for soil. 
Plant, say five or six crowns in a five 
or six inch pot or box. For a suc¬ 
cessful flowering it is necessary that 
the crowns be exposed to a tempera¬ 
ture a few degrees below freezing for 
a period of from two to three weeks : 
after planting. This can be done by ! 
removing to a shed out of dors, if 
the frost is not too sever, and cover¬ 
ing with hay or straw 1 .. When the 
pots or boxes are brought in the house 
draw the frost out gradually by wat¬ 
ering sparingly with tepid water.. 

When the plants are growing or in 
bloom always use water about the ( 
same temperature as the room. To 
grow out of doors, select a cool shady 
corner (or an open space in a bluff) 
where the plants not Jbe dis¬ 

turbed forVa few years, when the roots 
will have become matted and require 
to be broken up. 

In planting keep crowns at least 
two inches below the surface. 

Any good garden soil, preferably a 
sandy loam is suitable.. In the fall, 
mulch with manure. 

Arum: A large family of tuberous 

roted plants, found in many widely 
different parts of the world. The 
Cuckoo Pint of the English hedge¬ 
rows is one of them. 

There are only a few varieties in 
cultivation. The white Calla or Lily 
of the Nile is the most popular and 
best suited for growing indoors. The 
flowers are large pure white with yel-

According to information received 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway at' 
Winnipeg, sixty-three bushels of 
wheat to the acre has been harvested 
on the farm of T. M. Ballantyne, 
three miles north of Lacombe, Al¬ 
berta. The wheat graded No. 1 
and weighed 64 pounds to the bushel. 

Weighing 3,170 pounds, a steer, 
said to be the largest ever received 
in Winnipeg, arrived at the union 
stockyards from WainwrighV Al¬ 
berta. It was sold for $250, the 
highest selling price of any steer 
in Winnipeg since the war. 

The Canadian Pacific S.S. “Bru¬ 
ton,” which arrived in Liverpool on 
September 5th, put up what is con¬ 
sidered to be a record in the speedy 
discharge of cargo when she sailed 
the following day, Sept. 6th, at 7 
p.m., having discharged over 2,000 
tons of cargo. 

It is announced that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway will increase the 
size of its irrigation hoadgates at 
Kimball, in southern Alberta, by 50 
per cent in anticipation of an in¬ 
crease in area of 40,000 acres in the 
Lethbridge district. Water will be 
turned into the ditches of the Leth¬ 
bridge Northern project, it is ex¬ 
pected, some time this fall. 

Buffalo steak will be abundant ,in 
Canada this fall. A herd of 2,000 
surplus Buffalo wandering on the 
range in the National Park at 
Wainwright will be slaughtered by 
an Order-in-Council, and the meat 
and skins sold. For several years 
the Government has paid special at¬ 
tention to the preservation of the 
buffalo and the work has been so 
successful that the National Parks 
are now overstocked.

There have been large increases 
in the number of pure bred animals 
in Canada during the decade, between 
the last two censuses. The increase 
in the number of pure bred horses 
between 1911 and 1921 was 44 per 
cent; of cattle, 139 per cent; of 
sheep, 75 per cent, and of swine, 
nearly 44 per cent. The number of 
pure bred horses in the Dominion 
in 1921 was 47,782; cattle, 296,655; 
sheep, 93,643, and of swine, 81,143. 

A conservative estimate of the 
amount of money spent in Quebee 
by tourists reaches $2,358,750. From 
the beginning of May until the first 
of September, 15,000 motor tourists 
had called for information at the 
offices of the Quebec Auto Club. 
Taking an average of four people 
to each car, this meant that at least 
60,000 people had come to the city 
by automobiles. Of this number 
there were approximately 3,000 
camping parties, or 12,000 people. 

At the Chateau Frontenac, Que¬ 
bec, recently, -Colonel J. S. Dennis, 
Chief Commissioner of Colonization 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
outlined in a detailed speech exist¬ 
ing conditions in Canada and pros¬ 
pects for the future. He emphatic¬ 
ally stated that there was no causa 
for discouragement, but, on the con¬ 
trary, every prospect of a renewal; 
of rapid development, including an 
increase in our population and tha 
development of our latent natural 
resources in such a way as to in¬ 
sure, in the comparatively near 
future, that we should be out of 
the woods, and progressing rapidly 
to a large population and favorably 
business and financial conditions.

One Hospital in the Far North is 
situated one hundred miles from 
steel. Without the Red Cross there 
would be no provision for the sick 
and much sufferering and hardship 
would be endured by the settlers. 
Some features of this work are as fol¬ 
lows : 

Seven Red Cross hospitals have been 
established and operated. 

One hundred and seventy eight 
babies have been born in Red Cross 
Institutions. 

Fifteen thousand, nine hundred and 
thirteen Hospital days have been listed 

First Aid Classes have been held, 
and Health Lectures have been given 

Pre-natal, Child Welfare and other 
visits have been made to homes in the 
hospital ditsricts. 

To continue and develop this work 
is the future policy of the Red Cross.

you like. You may multiply your spies 
and informers, you may throw wide 
the -'doors of your penetentiaries, and 
you still cannot make it a crime; and 
the sharpepr and the harder your 
law the more public sense and pub¬ 
lic feeling will revolt against it. 

Let those who have organized the 
legislative tyranny of prohibition look 
well to what is bound to follow. They 
are putting their trust in coercion, 
in the jail, in the whip and the scour¬ 
ge. They are done with the moral ap¬ 
peal. They are finished with persua¬ 
sion. They want, however, authority. 
They want to say. “Thou shalt not” 
and “Thou Shalt not,” and when they 
say it, to be obeyed under the fear 
of the criminal law. And the time 
must come when they and their law' 
must go down together. I tel you that 
if there is a moral issue involved in 
this present contest it is the moral 
issue of the sppirit of human free¬ 
dom struggling against bondage. The 
age-long spirit of liberty that the 
chain can never bind, that the gag 


litical question of the right of the 
majority to rule. It is none of these 
things. The prohibitionist, I say, would 
try to deceive you into thinking that 
the question at issue is a medical 
question, that it turns upon the good- 

a pure¬ 


ness or badness of beer from 
ly digestive standpoint. It is not so. 
Beer may be good or may be bad. 
My own candid opinion, reached after 
fifty-one years of reflection, is that 
there is nothing like it. But even if 
I knew it were as bad as is the ex¬ 
cessive use of tea or coffee I still 
would strongly oppose a criminal law 
to prohibit its consumption. 

But the plain truth is that beer is 
just an ordinary beverage. You can¬ 
not make it a criminal if you try. 
The attempt is silly. Common sense 
revolts at it. Some people like beer 
and some don’t. Some people find that 
it agrees with them and others do 
not. It belongs in the same class with 
cucumbers. And the attempt to make 
the consumption of beer criminal is 
as silly and as futile as if you passed 
a law to send a man to jail for eating 
cucumber salad. 

You can never shackle upon Eng¬ 
land the chain of prohibition because 
it is a chain that will not fit, a shackle 
that will be snapped asunder the mo¬ 
ment thgt you try to rivet it. 

The more the pity that we are so 
soon unmindful of our heritage. We 
are wandering into untried paths, de¬ 
spairing of being good by virtue of 
the individual spirit, we are to be 
made good by statue. Our life, our 
food, our clothes, our amusements 
are to be made the subject of strin¬ 
gent and coercive legislation. And 
for those who will not obey there a- 
waits the jail. 

Therising generation of today see 
al about them a form of criminal law- 
called prohibition. They see it every¬ 
where broken. They see it brokn by 
many of th most respected people of 
the community. They know that it 
can only be maintained at all by the 
most brutal, most stringent and most 
repulsive of methods. They see em¬ 
ployed in its service the vilest of hu¬ 
man creatures, the paid informer—the 
man that lacks even the honor that 
prevails among thieves—the man who
